(Sadan), and the siege of Paris, are all fully 
dosctibed, and the book closos with the 
election of “* Mak-ma-han” as President of 
the French Republic. 

The History in question is, we believe, 
‘the same as ‘one compiled some. time ago ; 
and which had a strony anti-French ole- 
ment. It may be remembered that at the 
time of the, Franco-German. War France 
bad to seek redress of China'bn’ account of 
tho Tientsin massacre, and the translations 
of the war news from Europe which wore
